DCS to hold 


registration 


Registration for the DCS fall pro- 
grams begins Thursday, Sept. 19, at 
the Doherty Middle School auditorium 
from 7 to 8 p.m.

T fare increase is 
smaller than 
first planned 


Passengers will pay a smaller fare 
increase than originally proposed for 
their ride on the T, the MBTA 
announced. Subway fares, initially 
recommended to go from 75 cents to $1 
will be raised to 85 cents, and bus fares 
will increase just 10 cents, from 50 
cents to 60 cents, 

The fare increase will raise an esti- 
mated $15.5 million. The across-the- 
board increase is a compromise devel- 
oped in response to concerns raised by 
the MBTA advisory board, comprised 
of representatives of the 78 cities and 
towns in the T district. 

Both the MBTA board of directors 
and MBTA advisory board voted to 
approve the new fare structure at sepa- 
rate meetings. 

Cash fares will go up starting Sept. 
3. The cost of the monthly pass will 
increase in October. Highlights of the 
increase call for: 

+ Local bus fares to go from 50 to 60 
cents; 

+ Subway fares from 75 to 85 cents; 

* Commuter rail fares will increase 
by anywhere from 10 to 50 cents 
depending on the zone; 

« Express bus fares by 25 to 35 cents; 

+ Senior citizens and disabled pas- 
sengers will be asked to pay 25 percent 
of the full bus fare (15 cents) and sub-

fares for express bus and commuter 
rail service. 

Prices for monthly passes have 
been reduced from original fare hike 
proposals to provide an incentive to 
passengers to continue to ride the T 
and encourage more people to become 
regular T riders. New pass prices 
include: 

+ Local bus monthly pass will 
increase from $18 to $20; 

+ Subway monthly pass will not 
change. It will remain at $27; 

* Combo bus/subway monthly pass 
will increase from $40 to $46; 

* Combo plus, bus/subway monthly 
pass will not change. It will remain at 
$48; 

- Ten-ride tickets for Express Bus 
Zone I will be offered for the first time 
for $13.50; the Green Line and Express 
Bus Il will increase from $16.50 to $17; 
and Express Bus III will increase from 
$18 to $20. 

The T board of directors approved a 
fare increase on July 18 that would 
have brought subway fares to $1, with 
a discount equivalent to a fare of 838 
cents when five tokens were pur- 
chased at the same time. That plan 
was reviewed by the MBTA advisory 
board’s executive committee, which 
asked the T to take another look at the 
proposed subway fares with an eye 
toward reducing the amount of the 
increase.

“Both fare plans have their advan- 
tages,” said James E. Rooney, the 'T’s 
acting general manager. “We are 
responding to the advisory board’s 
request to reduce the amount of the 
increase. 

“Most folks don’t realize that fares 
cover only about a third of the cost of 
their trip. This increase does a good 
job at walking the fine line between 
our need to increase revenue and our 
passengers’ ability to pay.” 

Following the Sept. 3 increase, the T 
will continue to offer one of the lowest 
basic fares of any major transit system 
in the country, Mr. Rooney said.

There probably is no other 
vegetable as mistreated as a zuc- 
chini. 

In the summertime I have 
seen them stuffed into people’s 
mailboxes, left by the side of the 
road in boxes with signs that say 
“Free — take one” and doomed to 
shrivel on vines in family gar- 
dens. 

They can reach such enor- 
mous sizes they could be classi- 
fied inedible because of the 
resulting dry, airy texture, huge 
seeds and tough skin. 

I choose zucchini that are usu- 
ally about 8 inches long and 1 1/2 
inches in diameter. I almost 
always leave the skin intact 
except for bruised areas, which I 
remove along with both ends. 

Except for baking or frying, I 
always use a steamer to retain 
their crispness and prevent their 
becoming waterlogged. 

Because zucchini are so prolif- 
ic, easy to grow and inexpensive 
to buy, they’re the main ingredi- 
ent in many recipes, including 
the popular zucchini bread, cake 
and muffins.

Zucchini blossom soup 

Serves four 

Zucchini blossoms should be 
gathered early in the morning 
while they are fully open to 
avoid depleting the crop in your 
home garden, Gather only male 
blossoms, which appear at the 
end of a slender green stalk 
(unlike the female blossoms, 
which have a bulge beneath the 
bloom that eventually becomes 
the zucchini). 

Place blossoms in a bow! of 
water, cover with plastic wrap 
and refrigerate until ready to use 
that day. 

If you don’t have zucchini 
growing in your garden, you 
may purchase them at specialty 
grocery stores or farmers’ mar- 
kets. 

4 tbsp. butter 

1 medium onion, coarsely

12 squash blossoms 

2 cups chicken broth

Firm’s business is up 
40 percent in a year

One of Andover’s quietest success 
stories may be a company that saw a 
40 percent growth in business last 
year and is 40 percent ahead again this 
year, 

Smith & Nephew Dyonics Inc., at 
160 Dascomb Road, is a leader in the 
manufacture of arthroscopic surgical 
equipment and instrumentation, 
according to company personnel, The 
company employs 400 people in 
Andover and has been here since 1980, 

But when an executive recruiter 
last year approached Hooks Johnston, 
of 26 Morton St., regarding a job at the 
company, Mr. Johnston, an 11-year 
resident, had never heard of Dyonics. 

“It was the best-kept secret in 
Andover,” Mr. Johnston said. “It still 
is.” 

Mr. Johnston took the job as vice 
president of manufacturing and hasn't 
looked back. Neither has the compa- 
ny. 

Charlie Federico, of Westford, has 
been president of Dyonics since 1985, 
around the time a slow period in busi- 
ness ended and the company’s steady 
growth began, Mr. Federico said the 
company now has twice the market 
share of its closest competitor, 

“Some companies are doing well. 
We're doing well with local technolo- 
gy, local people and working with 
technology that we understand,” Mr. 
Federico said. “We are a very success: 
ful American company that has 
defeated the foreign competitors. 

“We are competing with the 
Japanese and the Germans” and beat: 
ing them, he said. 

Lights, cameras, blades 

Dyonics makes equipment for 

arthroscopic, or “non-invasive” 


surgery. 


Using fiberoptics, the company 
makes lights and cameras that enable 
doctors to look inside an athlete’s knee 
or shoulder and determine the nature 
and extent of injuries without having 
to cut open the joint. They also make 
the tools for doctors to go into a knee 
through a small hole and remove the 
loose cartilage, bone spurs or scar tis 
sue without doing a lot of unnecessary 
damage to surrounding tissue. 

These procedures prevent needless 
scarring, often allow use of local anes- 
thesia and reduce recovery time, 
according to company personnel. 

“There's less trauma to the 
patient,” Mr. Johnston said. 

Dyonics employees every month 
design, build, test and ship 60,000 to 
70,000 cutting blades, all smaller than 
a straw. Other arthroscopic tools man 
ufactured include saws, bone grinders 
and an array of instruments for pok 
ing, prodding, pushing and pulling tis 
sue during surgery, and which any 
mechanic would be glad to have in a 
tool box, 

The company also builds the elec- 
tronic controls for tools and the video 
equipment that attaches to the fiberop- 
tics and allows surgeons to view an 
operation from the inside while it is 
being performed, 

History of the firm 

Dyonics was founded in Woburn in 
1969 as a producer of fiberoptic illumi- 
nation for underwater photography, 
according to Mr. Federico. The tech- 
nology just moved the company in a 
different direction. 

“What we do today is look inside 
the joints that are extended with 
saline — salt water,” Mr. Federico said. 
“There is a thread of similarity.”

Algebra doesn’t 
scare this student 


Kevin Foltz of Andover was among 
67 high school students from 22 states 
who recently completed the Program in 
Mathematics for Young Scientists at 
Boston University. He was chosen to be 
a PROMYS scholar by a panel of mathe- 
maticians from the Boston area. 

Mr. Foltz, son of 
Jim and Kay Foltz of 
Countryside Way, 
will be a junior at 
Andover High 
School this fall. 

During the six- 
week- program, he 
attended daily class- 
es in number theory 
and algebra, worked 
on daily problem sets 
and participated in 
group tutorials with 
specially chosen 
counselors. They 
lived in campus housing and visited 
the Boston Museum of Science and 
Draper Laboratories in Cambridge. 

PROMYS is based on a 32-year-old 
Ohio State University program begun 
by mathematician Arnold Ross to meet 
the challenge of the Sputnik era. The 
only program of its kind outside Ohio 
State University, PROMYS at Boston 
University is designed to provide “a 
vivid apprenticeship to a life of scientif- 
ic exploration,” said spokeswoman Jen- 
nifer Brett. 

It is funded by the National Science

Local kids make good use of business throwaways 


Teachers can find classroom sup- 
plies for the housekeeping corner, sci- 
ence table, art area and block corner — 
all for $5 a bag. Or, if they can’t find 
math manipulatives or reading charts 
to support their curricula, they don’t 
have to look too far. 

The Creative Resource Center, 439 
Haverhill St. in Lawrence, has a ware- 
house full of business-donated materi- 
als for inventive teachers and their stu- 
dents. 

Materials from the Resource Center, 
which opened in April, have been 
transformed into costumes for parades, 
games for carnivals, sensory stimuli 
for the retarded, props for plays, pre- 
sents for parents and science projects, 
among other things. 

The CRC collects materials indus- 
tries and businesses would otherwise 
throw away, and director Jack Fas- 
cione sorts and displays these materi- 
als for teachers and students. 

Mr. Fascione designed the center’s 
layout and built its shelving.

Last spring he designed the props 
for a bullfight for an eighth-grade 
school play while the teacher was at 
the center.

Since opening, the Resource Center 
moved to the warehouse building 
behind the garage it first occupied. The 
address is the same, but the facility is 
twice the size with room for expansion, 
according to Mr, Fascione. The group 
is looking for a non-profit business to 
share the upstairs office space, he 
added. 

“We did not realize how much mate- 
rial we had amassed until we decided 
to move it,” said Mr. Fascione, who 
designed the original center to be total- 
ly movable — walls and all. Many of 
those walls are now display tables. 

“Thanks to some wonder teens and

Starting the first day of the new 
school year, the Websters, through this 
program, will work one to one with 
about 60 students who will comprise 
two classrooms of the sixth grade at the 
Arlington School, an elementary/mid- 
dle school situated just off Broadway in 
Lawrence. The neighborhood sur- 
rounding the school is one of the poor- 
est in the city. 

With help from two bilingual coordi- 
nators, tutors, volunteer mentors, 
counselors and other resources, the 
Websters will endeavor to add signifi- 
cantly to the chances that these 60 chil- 
dren will graduate from high school 
and go on to college or a career of their 
choice. 

The Websters hope that “I Have a 
Dream — Lawrence” will dramatically 
increase the number who will finish 
high school and go to college. In the 
most recent year for which statistics 
are available, only 4 percent of the stu- 
dents who had attended Arlington 
School graduated from high school, 
and only 2 percent went on with fur- 
ther education. 

Support from I Have a Dream will 
not end when its dreamers have earned 
a high school diploma. For those who 
want to further their education, the 
program will help them locate scholar- 
ships, grants and loans and provide the 
supplemental funding to help ensure 
that the tuition cost to attend the col- 
lege of their choice will not deter them 
from enrolling and earning a degree. 

The program will be prepared to 
supplement the students’ other 
financial entitlements for four years up 
to the amount of the tuition that is then 
charged by the University of Mas- 
sachusetts at Amherst to residents of 
this state. 

The Websters have established a 
foundation in the name of “I Have a 
Dream — Lawrence” to cover all costs 
associated with fulfilling their promis- 
es to participating students. 

“Our aim will be to work in concert 
with parents, teachers, other schools 
and the Greater Lawrence community 
to provide each of these dreamers with 
a path toward the best possible life for 
them,” says Mrs. Webster. 

“Along the way we expect that there 
will be as many moments of doubt as of 
joy for all involved, but we are certain 
as we start that the potential reward 
will be worth the effort,” she says. 

“Our fondest hope is that all who are 
touched by this program will benefit. 
To us, that group ranges from the chil- 
dren who will be diréctly involved in 
the I Have a Dream program to the 
children with whom they will come in 
contact over the years, and to other 
adults who get involved themselves.” 

Though the program will directly 
assist only about 5 percent of the 
approximately 1,200 students enrolled 
this fall at the Arlington School, Princi- 
pal William Carey wholeheartedly 
endorses its arrival.

derived from the presence of the I Have 
a Dream program is the powerful new 
link that has been established, through 
the Websters, between our school and 
the more privileged world outside this 
community,” he says. 

“Tt would be wonderful if all inner- 
city children could be afforded the 
same opportunity to succeed as chil- 
dren of parents of greater means. 

“I Have a Dream is a tremendous 
asset in this regard, I believe, because 
the commitment is direct, personal and 
is focused right from the start on goals 
which are attainable,” he says. 

The Lawrence project is the third I 
Have a Dream program to be estab- 
lished in Massachusetts — the others 
are in Springfield and Boston — and the 
141st program to be established in 30 
cities nationwide. More than 10,000 stu- 
dents are currently participating in 
these programs. 

Each new program has been 
inspired by the original, which was 
established in 1981 by New York busi- 


nessman Eugene Lang, who blurted 
out the basic promise of I Have a 
Dream in a now celebrated commence- 
ment address to 61 youngsters graduat- 
ing from the sixth grade of the East 
Harlem elementary school he had 
attended as a boy. 

At that time, it was expected that 
fewer than 25 percent in that class 
would graduate from high school, and 
that far fewer would attend college. 
Ten years later, more than 90 percent 
of the original class of dreamers has 
earned a high school diploma and more 
than two-thirds have continued their 
education. 

Of the 61 in Mr. Lang’s class, only a 
small percentage did not use English as 
their primary language, and 61 percent 
passed all three basic skills tests. Of the 
approximately 60 students in the I 
Have a Dream — Lawrence program 
about 85 percent are Hispanic. Because 
these students have some difficulty 
reading tests that are written in 
English, only 27 percent of the students

in the Lawrence schools pass the ninth- 
grade basic skills test, presenting the 
Websters with perhaps an even more 
daunting challenge than the one 
KNugene Lang faced. 

The Websters recognize that chal- 
lenge, but believe that the extraordi- 
narily low test scores are attributable 
largely to the language difficulty, and 
are not reflective of the basic intelli- 
gence these students possess. 

The Websters have ties to Lawrence 
that date back to 1858 when Mr. Web- 
ster’s great-grandfather came to 
Lawrence. In fact, Mr. Webster’s grand- 
father lived most of his married life on 
Wyman Street, which is located in the 
Arlington district of Lawrence, and his 
father attended the Arlington School. 

The family business, Blue Seal 
Feeds, was founded in Lawrence in 
1868 and remains headquartered less 
than a 15-minute walk from the Arling- 
ton School. 

Mr. Webster is a native of Andover 
who attended its public schools and 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute. He 
worked for Blue Seal Feeds for 35 
years, the last 17 as executive vice pres: 
ident and treasurer, commuting daily 
through the Arlington School neigh- 
borhood. 

During his tenure the company 
grew from two manufacturing plants 
in two states to eight plants in four 
states. The company was sold in 1988, 
leading to Mr. Webster’s decision to 
retire from active involvement. 

Mrs. Webster was born in Bethle- 
hem, Pa. She attended public schools 
there, as well as Syracuse University. 
She has been an active participant as a 
volunteer in a litany of philanthropic 
and civic affairs in Greater Lawrence 
since she met and married Mr. Webster 
in 1959, 

The Websters are the parents of 
three grown daughters: Allison, Kris- 
ten and Susan. Kristen, a graphic 
designer by profession, created the “I 
Have a Dream — Lawrence” logo that 
depicts a young person standing on 
three books reaching up to a star, 

As their project takes shape, the 
Websters have been watching the 
restoration of the Ayer Mill clock in 
Lawrence, one of the tallest sites in the 
city. The restoration has been funded 
to this point through private gifts, 

The Websters plan to contribute to 
this fund in the name of “I Have a 
Dream - Lawrence.” Their wish is that 
their dreamers will look to this clock 
throughout the years, likening its soar-

Because the Soviets closed the bor 
ders, his younger sister and brother 
were left behind in Latvia when he 
escaped. Mr. Mangulis returned to his 
homeland last year with a Latvian 
American singing group to participate 
in folk music competitions with other 
Latvians who had been living outside 
their country. He had a chance to get 
reacquainted with his family while he 
was there. 

In 1939 Soviet Premier Joseph Stal 
in signed a secret pact with Nazi lead- 
er Adolf Hitler to annex the Baltics to 
the Soviet Union. In June of the follow 
ing year the Soviet army invaded Mr. 
Mangulis’ homeland and the other two 
Baltic states, Lithuania and Estonia. 
The Baltic states had been indepen 
dent during the time between the two 
world wars. 

Thousands of tanks and armored 
trucks filled with Soviet soldiers 
invaded Latvian towns and cities, Mr. 
Mangulis said. 

They took over government build- 
ings and randomly searched homes 
looking for resisters, he said. 

At that time Mr. Mangulis was 19 
years old. He had just finished high

school and was about to begin studies 
at an engineering school in his home- 
town of Cesis. 

“Like all the patriotic Latvian boys I 
joined the freedom fighters,’ Mr. Man- 
gulis said. 

Their job was to observe what was 
going on and report back all that they 
heard and saw to the underground 
resistance. 

“We worked in groups of three. We 
never knew more than two people we 
worked with. In case we were arrested 
they could never get more information 
than that from us,” he said. 

There were a few instances when 
soldiers and Communist officials went 
to Mr. Mangulis’ school looking for 
resisters. He and some of his friends 
were called to be questioned on their 
activities. 

“We knew what to expect, and we 
were very careful when they ques- 
tioned us,” he said. 

Mr. Mangulis said he and the other 
men in the underground has been 
warned about KGB and secret police 
interrogation techniques. 

“They took me into a separate room 
and asked me what | knew about the 
uprising. When I told them, ‘Sorry, | 
cannot help you. I do not know any 
thing,’ they pulled out a gun and held 
it to my head,” he said. 

“T was just lucky, They let me go,” 
Mr. Mangulis said. 

Two of his high school friends 
weren't as lucky. They were captured, 
and Mr. Mangulis and other freedom 
fighters found the young men in the 
woods two days later. Their tongues 
had been cut out, their ears cut off and 
their throats slit, he said. 

In the spring of 1943 Mr. Mangulis 
entered the Latvian Legion and began 
training in radio communications and 
codes, After three months of training 
he was sent to the Russian front as a 
radio man and his duties were to keep 
the legion divisions in contact with 
their superiors. 

One year later his division was 
almost completely wiped out. He was 
sent to the rear of the fighting to train 


new recruits to be 
radio men. 

At Christmas 
time in 1944 he was 
sent back to the 
front to be a radio 
man for another 
Latvian Legion di 
vision. 


In October, 1945 
his division was 
overwhelmed. by 


the Soviet army. He 
packed his radio 
station on a horse 
drawn wagon and 
began retreating 
with the rest of his 
division. The wag- 
on and radio equip- 
ment were lost 
when they fell 
through thin ice. 

“Then I became 
a regular soldier. I 
and five men left in 
the division contin- 
ued to fight as we 
retreated,” he said. 

It was during 
this battle that Mr. 
Mangulis’ left hand 
was shot. He was 
taken to a hospital 
in Germany where 
he stayed for a 
short while until 
the Americans and 
British liberated 
that country. 

When he was 
well enough, he 
moved into a Lat- 
vian camp in Ger- 
many. 

At that time 
there were about 
600 refugees from 
the Baltic states liv- 
ing in exile in Ger- 
many, he said. The 
Americans’ and 
British did not 
force them to return behind the Iron 
Curtain where many feared they 
would be killed for collaborating 
against the Soviet Union. 

It was there he met his wife, Elisa- 
beth, another Latvian refugee. “She 
escaped the Russians and went to Ger- 
many. It was a miracle that we met.” 

In Germany Mr. Mangulis studied 
architecture and began a career in 
building and design. In 1951 he and his 
wife were sponsored by a Lithuanian 
Lutheran minister in Boston and they 
moved to the United States. 

“When I came into Boston it was at 
night by car from the airport in New 
York. I never imagined there could be 
so much traffic. I thought to myself, 
‘How can people drive like this?” he 
said of his first impressions. 

He quickly found a job with a 
Boston architectural firm, and his wife 
settled into life in America. The Man- 
gulises remain very active in the Lat- 
vian church in Boston.

“It is very important for Latvians 
and Latvian-Americans to be able to 
hear God’s gospel in the Latvian lan- 
guage,” he said. 

Mr. Mangulis has been very active 
on the political front, keeping pressure 
on the United States government to 
recognize the right of the Baltic states 
to be free. He is the state chairman of 
the Latvian-American Republican 
National Federation and has been 
invited to both the Reagan and Bush 
inaugurations. 

Mr. and Mrs. Mangulis have two 
daughters, Ingrid Raudzens, an art his- 
tory professor at Salem State College, 
and Silvija Aprans, who works at 
DeWolfe Realtors in Andover. 

“Everything worked out beautifully 
in the United States for us,” their 
father said. “Now I keep my fingers 
crossed. The young people in Latvia 
now know what democracy means. 
Now there is no way back to commu- 
nism.”

Hurricane could cost $300k

The final bill for cleanup from Hurricane 
Bob in Andover could hit $300,000, Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski said Tuesday. 

But the town may be able to get at least 
part of that back since President Bush has 
declared Essex County a disaster area. 

The Federal Emergency Management 
Agency could pick up 75 percent of the costs 
associated with Hurricane Bob, and the 
Massachusetts Emergency Management 
Agency might pick up the other 25 percent, 
according to Mr. Stapezynski. 

Town and state officials will work with 
FEMA in coming weeks to determine the 
town’s eligibility for reimbursement. 

Mr. Stapezynski told the Board of Select- 
men Monday night that damages to private 


and public property and cleanup costs, as of 


last week, would probably hit $200,000, But 
he revised that figure on Tuesday. 

“Upon further review, the $200,000 might 
have been a bit conservative,” Mr. Stapczyn- 
ski said. 

The town manager, who was on Cape Cod 
on vacation during the hurricane, expressed 
his appreciation for a job well done by town 
officials and employees during the storm. 

“We have a tree division that did a heck 
of a job and will still be out a while, as will 
the highway crew,” Mr. Stapezynski said. 


Selectmen asked that a commendation be 
given to several department heads in recog- 
nition of their special efforts. 

Mr. Stapczynski said some cleanup may 
have to be put on hold while town employ- 
ees concentrate on getting fields and build- 
ings ready for the school year. 


Landfill open for 
mess Bob made 


The town landfill on Chandler Road 
will open limited hours this week and 
next so residents can drop off debris left 
behind by Hurricane Bob. 

The landfill will accept only trees, 
brush and leaves. 

The hours will be Tuesday and both 
Thursdays from 7:30 to 8:30 a.m. and noon 
to 1 p.m,, and Saturdays, 8:30 to 4 p.m, 

Response by residents using the land- 
fill last Saturday was “overwhelming,” 
according to Buzz Stapezynski, town man- 
ager. He told selectmen Monday night 
that he would wait and see how the next 
two weeks went before deciding whether 
the landfill needed to be open longer or if

Several parents in the audi 
ence voiced opposition to the 
fees. Most told the committee the 
fee didn’t take into consideration 
the safety of Andover’s children. 

Don Roy of 10 Dean Circle 
said he and his wife moved to 
town 10 years ago so their three 
children could receive a quality, 
safe education. He said the com- 
mittee is holding a gun against 
parents’ heads to pay the fee, 
because it knows parents won’t 
allow their children to be jeopar- 
dized by unsafe walking condi- 
tions. 

“T have three children at the 
Sanborn School, and now you're 
asking me to weigh my family’s 
safety against financial consider- 
ations, and you people know 


what will win out,” he said. “Of 


course I'll pay your fee to ensure 
the safety of my children.” 


As the debate continued, a few 
parents in the audience spoke 
without being recognized by the 
committee, charging the commit- 
tee was remiss in not guarantee- 
ing children’s safety. 

Lisa Hurley of Osgood Street 
has three kids ranging in age 
from 5 to 9. She said they will 


have to cross the on and off 


ramps of Route 93 two times each 
day. 

“ven Raytheon has crossing 
guards for their employees. 
What are you going to do about 
crossing guards for children who 
have to cross 93?” Ms. Hurley 
asked, 

Mr. Hubbell told her if she 
wasn't satisfied with the walking 
conditions for her children she 
should either pay the busing fee 
or drive her children to school, 

Ms. Hurley shot back that she 
works full time and could not 
drive her children to school. 

“T don’t have responsibility to 
get your children to school,” Mr. 
Hubbell responded. 

“I’m sorry, but that’s the way 
it is and that’s the way I feel,” he 
added. 

According to Frank Paul, 
school business manager, par- 
ents still have time to pay for 
spaces on the buses. 

“Of all our buses there are 
only three that are filled to 
capacity,” Mr, Paul said. 


Six more teachers hired 


The School Committee ap- 
proved hiring six more teachers 
to reduce teacher/pupil ratios 
when school opens next week, 
but they voted not to include 
another guidance counselor at 
the high school in that package. 

Ruby Easton, head of the high

Bob dealt tenderly with Andover

“Andover didn’t get hit as bad 
as this,” the small boy vacationing 
with his family on Martha’s Vine- 
yard said to his friend. 

“It never does,” the friend 
replies. “We got ripped off. This 
must have been so cool.” 

That was the last I heard of the 
conversation as I crossed Main 
Street in Edgartown to get to the 
less congested side of the street, 
but the conversation stuck with 
me for the rest of the day. Why it 
did, I’m not exactly sure. 

Maybe it was because of the 
innocent ignorance it carried, the 
shallow idea that being through a 
hurricane would be nothing more 
than an inconsequential ride at an 
amusement park. 

Or maybe it was because it 
reminded me of something I prob- 
ably said after Hurricane Gloria 
feebly brushed our area back in 
October 1985. ; 

It has been more than a week 
since Hurricane Bob uninvitedly 
tore its way through the Vineyard, 
and much of the cleanup is still 
going on. Millions of dollars worth 
of damage to boats, houses and 
cars is only part of the aftermath 
that this ride left behind. Much 
was lost, but luckily, none of it 
was human life. 


In Edgartown’s harbor alone, 85 
boats were thrown ashore by the 
wind and the storm surge, while 
15 have sunk. Most of the houses 
and cars throughout the island 
were damaged by falling limbs. 

Electricity is yet to be fully 
restored to the island as frustrated 
customers sit in the dark cursing 
Bob for making their steaks turn 
bad and their showers cold. 

The loss of electricity also 
means financially worse times in 
an already troubled economy for 
the small businesses that were 
unable to serve patrons during 
what is traditionally the busiest 
time of the year. 

This ride was definitely not 
worth it. 

And yet, there is something 
inside many of us that longs to 
experience the power of a hurri- 
cane or an earthquake or other 
acts of natural violence. We like to 
be scared — at least until we find 
out the consequences. Then we 
realize that being scared isn’t such 
a good thing. 

But after everything is all 
cleaned up and things are back to 
normal, that “out of sight, out of 
mind” theory comes back to haunt 
us and our insides long to be 
scared all over again. 

At last I can say I’ve experi- 


enced a hurricane, and a mighty 
powerful one at that. Winds on the 
island were officially clocked at 98 
mph as well as being reported in 
other places on the Vineyard as 
high as 110, 

I managed to muster up enough 
courage to take a walk outside to 
view the storm’s awesome force. 
To see pictures of a hurricane or 
to watch it on TV does not even 
compare to the experience of walk- 
ing in it and witnessing its 
destruction first hand. To see a 
massive elm tree uprooted and a 
62-foot yacht thrown around the 
harbor like a rag doll before final- 
ly coming to rest next to a hotel 
pool is, to say the least, not an 
everyday experience. 

Having an invisible gust of 
wind practically knock you over is 
sort of eerie but, in a weird sense, 
enjoyable. 

Walking the streets, I found 
myself constantly looking up and 
behind me, fearing one of the 
falling branches might be heading 
my way. 

Never did I not want to be some 
place and yet want to be there so 
badly in my life. Once I was out 
for a little while, there was no way 
I was going back inside.

Annie Hall shows 
Woody Allen at his best

Editor’s note: As their last 
movie reviews of the summer, the 
Townsman ’s reviewers will look 


back at their favorite movies of 


all time. Alison Wolfe's review 
will run next week. 

OK, think of your favorite 
movie of all time. You have to be 
quick: This is the type of ques- 
tion that has to be answered by 
the first thing that comes to 
mind. It’s tough, isn’t it? It puts 
you on the spot, like when some- 
one asks you, “What's your 
favorite food?” or “Who's your 
favorite Russian novelist?” Your 
mind draws aa blank or a num- 
ber or different possibilities 
materializes. 

You think it 
over for a while 
and realize you 
keep coming 
back to the same 
answer, and sur- 
prisingly enough, 
it’s the one you'd 
Originally 
thought of. 

That's how it 
is with me and Annie Hall, 

I love this movie, the one that 
won the Academy Award in 1977 
for best picture, the one that 
includes Paul Simon, Marshall 
McLuhan and the late Colleen 
Dewhurst among the members of 
its eclectic cast, the one that 
made “la-dee-da” the catch 
phrase of that year and firmly 
established Diane Keaton as 
what one writer called “Woody 
Allen’s own Liv Ullmann.” It's 
sweet and funny and bitter and 
hilarious and all the more 
appealing because, at times, it’s 
like watching your own life 
played out, 

Alvie Singer (Woody Allen), a 
nice Jewish boy from Manhat- 
tan, falls in love with Annie Hall 
(Keaton), a WASP from Chippe- 
wa Falls, Wisc., who eats pastra- 
mi on white bread with mayo 
and still uses words like “neat,” 
even in the big city. 

The flaky sweetness of the two 
is SO captivating, you can’t help 
but think they were made for 
each other, The situations they 
find themselves in stem from the

quirks in their personalities 
without ever seeming contrived 
or artificial. This is a movie,

But life is ¥ 
messy and so is 
love — and so it 
goes with Alvie 
and Annie until 
their love 
becomes nothing 
more than a “dead shark,” going 
nowhere and dragging them both 
down. The last five 
minutes of this 
film are filled with 
such genuine 
affection and 
warmth and matu- 
rity that you can’t 
help but smile rue- 
fully and agree 
with Alvie’s last 
words of wisdom. 

“A man goes 
into the doctor’s office and he 
says to him, ‘Doctor, I need your 
help. My brother has turned into 
a chicken,’ 

“And the doctor says, ‘Well, 
then, take him to the butcher.’ 

“And the man says, ‘I can’t. I 
still need the eggs,’ ” 

Love is like that for Alvie 
Singer and for all of us: We all 
need the eggs. And we need more 
movies like Annie Hall to show 
us how much. This is Woody 
Allen, the greatest American 
filmmaker, at his best.

In 1975 the company took an optic 
technology available in Japan and

The company moved to the building 
on Dascomb Road, the former Ameri- 
can Cyanamide Co., in 1980. 

Sales were big at first because the 
arthroscopic technology was new and 
surgeons were buying. The market 

| sobered up after 1981 and the company 
went through a slack period until 1984- 
’85 when sales began to pick up again. 

The second surge was due to con- 
sumer awareness of, and subsequent 
demand for, the technology that could 
help patients avoid major surgery. 

The company recently introduced a 
less invasive treatment for carpal tun- 
nel syndrome, a condition much like 
repetitive motion syndrome.

The jobs are both “high-tech jobs 
and low-tech,” according to Mr. Federi- 
co, and include electronics engineers, 
metal machinists, fiberoptic techni- 
cians and more. 

Smith & Nephew, a British-based 
health-care company with offices 
worldwide, bought Dyonics in 1987. 

The company has since bought a 
company in Oklahoma City that makes 
the cameras used in Dyonics video 
equipment and which employs another 
100 people. 

Dyonics also has a sales and market- 
ing force of about 200 people in the

Expansion plan 

Plans to adapt Dyonics’ visualiza- 
tion part of the arthroscopic technolo- 
gy for use in other fields of medicine 
has the company looking to expand its 
facilities. 

“We are going to introduce a new 
division. It will focus on the fast-grow- 
ing area of endoscopic surgery,” Mr. 
Federico said. 

While the visual technology is cur- 
rently used for orthopedics and gyne- 
cology, the new division will adapt the 
technology in other areas of medicine, 
such as non-invasive gall bladder or 
hernia surgery just for starters. 

“Any organ could be a candidate,” 
Mr. Johnston said. 

The company is looking to locate the 
sales and marketing operation of the 
new division in another building near- 
by, possibly over the line in Tewks- 
bury. But plans being discussed 
include expansion of the Andover facil- 
ity as well. 

The Dascomb Road building, which 
will be paid for this year, sits on 21 
acres of land. 

“So we have the potential to add, or 
build another facility,” Mr. Federico 
said. 

Mr. Federico said the expansion, 
which could begin as early as January 
of 1992, may only mean 15 to 20 jobs at 
first, “but the potential is enormous.” 

The company is also planning to 
expand its overseas sales from the cur- 
rent 15 percent to 40 percent in the 
next five years.
